Contract for 
Water Reservoir

Chicago Bridge and Iron, one 
of the few Torrance firms able 
to bid on major items In the 
city's water expansion program, 
was awarded the contract to 
construct the onG-mllllon-gall&n 
reservoir In North Torrance at 
last week's meeting of the City 
Council.

The company's bid of $41,210 
for the Job was recommended 
to the council as the lowest re­ 
sponsible bid. The engineer's es­ 
timate for the project was $42, 
000.

Construction of the tank to 
be located adjacent to McMas- 
ter Park at 174th and Yukon- 
will be delayed until priorities 
for the steel can be obtained 
from *the federal government.'

Sgt. Bennett would like to make 
him wrong on a fourth count 
that of passing bad checks.

'He described Crane as 5 ft., 
7 in., 30 to 36 years, 145 pounds, 
dark hair and eyes, and asked 
that other Torrance merchants 
who had checks signed by Crane 
contact Sgt. Bonnett at police1 
headquarters, Torrance 400.
